thinking of the latter in long- 
run terms.” 

Latimer said it seemed “rea- 
sonably certain” that such con- 
tributions into a trust fund for 
unemployment benefits “can be 
tax free.”

479 Planes Lost in War. 

FEAF said in the entire war 
the Allies lést 479 planes com- 
pared to 850 Red aircraft de- 
stroyed or damaged, including 611 
MIGs. 

(The Allied listing did not in- 
clude Navy losses, non-United 
States losses before June 1, 1951, 
Marine losses before July 1, 1951, 
Army planes; or Air Force non- 
combat losses. On Dec. 12 the 
Navy reported losses of 215 
planes in combat and 317 in non- 
combat accidents, so that total 
Allied losses now exceed 1000). 

The Reds have concentrated 
most of their anti-aircraft bat- 
teries — including Russian-built 
radar detectors — at such key 
points as Pyongyang, the North 
Korean capital, Sariwon, Sinanju, 
Sinuiju and other vital road and 
rail junctions. These have ac- 
counted for most of the Allied 
losses.

Only 2091 Red Casualties. 

An Eighth Army briefing offi- 
cer said AliMed soldiers inflicted 
only 2091 casualties on the Reds 
from Jan. 22 to 28 inclusive. It 
was the second lowest week's fig- 
ure since American soldiers start- 
ed fighting in Korea. 

The latest weekly figure in- 
cluded 910 killed, 1150 wounded 
and 31 captured. 

Tomorrow Americans will have 
been at war in Korea as long as 
they were in World War I. At 
Far East naval headquarters in 
Tokyo a spokesman said. World 
War I covered 584 days between 
April 6, 1917, and Nov. 11, 1918. 
Tomorrow will be the 584th day 
since the United States, on June 
28, 1950, officially entered the 
Korean conflict, which had begun 
three days earlier. 


Casualties Compared. 

American casualties in Korea 
number 105,000—including 18,000 
dead. In World War I, 
United States suffered 364,800 
casualties, 126,000 of them dead. 

FEAF’s monthly summary said 
Allied pilots flew more than 
23,000 sorties in January. Most 
were directed against rail facili- 
ties and communications and 
supply lines.

Cenditions at Bellefontaine 
Farms were described as. ‘shock- 
ing, nauseating and revolting” by

institution for delinquent boys. 

The jury expressed the belief 
that Carl H. Soest, revently dis- 
missed as superintendent, “was 
either aware of the conditions 
outlined or should have been 
aware of them, and that he did 
not or could not correct them,” 

P Beatings Reported. 

The jurors reported that a case 
of “brutal flogging” occurred last 
Dec. 25 at the institution on 
Bellefontaine road, and another 
boy was kicked and beaten on 
Jan. 17. 

The superintendent did not fol- 
low instructions to administer 
whippings only under a doctor’s 
supervision, the report stated, 
adding that Soest permitted ad- 
ministration of corporal punish- 
| ment “by anyone who feels so 
| umpelled.” 

“In the whole sordid mess,” 
| the report continued, “evidence 
was also produced that ‘ there 
were no mattresses upon cots, and 
that the children got only 
skimmed milk to drink.” Investi- 
gators found that some house par- 
ents were served “richer food” 
than their charges received. 

Pointing out that Bellefontaine 
Farms has won praise in the past, 
the jurors declared that “it falls 
far short of its reputation as a 
correctional institution.” 

More Schooling Urged. 

Emphasis on rehabilitation 
rather than on punishment was 
urged. Contending that educa- 
tion has been subordinated to 
“more important farm work,” the 
jurors recommended that the 
Board of Education provide six 
hours a day of academic studies 
for all boys below the eighth 
grade.

York to handle the government 
“clean-up” job. Murphy accepted, 
but later rejected the assignment.

to McGrath, who ,in turn, named 
Morris as his chief assistant in

President Truman has approved 
the appointment and “joins me in

Promised Full Support. 

In asking Morris, a self-styled

enthusiastic and unlimited co- 
operation and that all facilities 
of the various agencies of governe- 
ment which I administer, or which 
can be made available through 
the office of the President, will 
be at his disposal.” 

McGrath, target of much critl- 
cism by members of Congress 
and others, said: 

“I recognize the undertaking to 
which Mr. Morris has committed 
himself is a difficult one. I eare 
nestly ask the American people 
to place their trust in the recti- 
tude of his efforts no less than 
my own in endeavoring to find 
the full and complete answer to 
the question that has been raised 
as to the extent of yenality in the 
federal service.” 

He and McGrath See Truman. 

Morris told .eporters he and 
McGrath had talked vith Presi- 
dent Truman about a half hour 
today. 

He said he accepted the assign- 
ment with the understanding that 
he was to have “a completely 
free hand” in selecting his staff, 
The President told him, Morris 
said, that he. ¢ould draw on all 
investigative agencies of the Gov- 
ernment.

‘Walkout of Transport 


Haulers Continues in 
Part of Country to 
Force Pay Rise. 


A strike of more than 1500 
transport truck drivers living in 
the St. Louis area was called off 
at noon today after long-haul 
operators in Missouri and Kansas‘ 
signed AFL union contracts. 


The walkout, which had started 


in 15 states last midnight follow- 
ing breakdown of wage negotia- 
tions yesterday, had threatened to 
bring interstate truck operations 
here to a standstill. 

A spokesman for the Teamsters 
& Chauffeurs Union here said 
agreements had been reached at 
Chicago between operators and 
the union in all middlewestern 
states except Ohio, where some 
operators still refused to sign 
contracts. 

However, about 10,000 drivers 
in southern states from Florida 
to Texas and Oklahoma were still 
out following collapse of negotia 


tions at Memphis, Tenn., and 
Dallas, Tex. 

The local union spokesman 
said “fewer than 100” drivers 
living in St. Louis and employed 
by Ohio operators would remain 
off their jobs until a settlement 
was reached. : 

The strike in the 15 states was 
called after employers failed to 
accept a new contract worked out 
with the aid of the United States 
Mediation Service last week. Op- 
erators in nine other states ac- 
cepted the agreement at the last 
minute yesterday, averting a 
strike of 36,000 other drivers. 


The federal mediation service 
in Washington was keeping an 
eye on the strike situation, but 
there was no indication what the 
Government’s next step might be. 

Meanwhile, nearly 4000 Chica- 
go freight handlers staged a 
wildcat strike which left ship- 
ments piled on truckloading docks 
throughout the city. . An agree- 
ment affecting the dock workers

Some firms in the strike areas 
were exempted from stoppages 
either because their wage con- 
tracts had not expired or because 
they signed individual agreements 
with the union. 

James J. Spillane, regional di- 
rector of the Federal Mediation 
and Conciliation Service in Wash- 
ington, said that five operators’ 
associations representing 500 
firms ‘signed a three-year con- 
tract granting drivers an imme- 
diate hourly wage increase of 19 
cents and providing for increases 
of 7% cents in 1953 and in 1954. 

The agreement also granted an 
increase in the mileage pay rate 
of three-fourths of a cent a mile, 
with further mileage. boosts of 
one-fourth cent next year and in 
1954.

The action in approving thé 
relatively mild rebuke represent- 
ed a triumph for Nationalist 
China’s delegate, T. F. Tsiang, 
who has been trying for three 
years to Zet some sort of U.N. 
condemnation of Russia's part in 
the downfall of Chiang Kai-shek. 

The Nationalists charged Rus- 
sia violated the treaty to aid the 
Chinese Communists and that 
this aid was responsible for Chi- 
ang’s ejection from the mainland. 

The resolution merely noted 
Russia “failed to carry out” its 
1945 treaty. 

Even in this weakened form, 
however, many countries includ- 
ing some of the United States’s 
stanchest allies, refused to have 
anything to do with it. They in- 
cluded _ Britain, Mexico, The 
Netherlands, the . Scandinavian 
countries plus many of the Asian | 
and Arab nations. All these ab- 
stained from voting. 

Burma, India; Indonesia and 
Israel voted with the Soviet bloc 
against the Chinese complaint. 

The Russian treaty with Nation- 
alist China was signed in August 
1945. The Chinese Communists 
repudiated the treaty when they | 
came to power and signed a new | 
agreement with Russia in 1950.

The 
United States a week ago had 
been unable to -win. a :majority 
in the Political Committee to slap 
down a Ryssian proposal for an 
omnibus consideration of pending 
membership .applications, That 
had been the first defeat the 
United States had suffered on a 
major Soviet-sponsored issue in 
the Political Committee. 

The Assembly vote was 22 for 
fo 21 against. Sixteen nations 
abstained. The Soviet resolution 
was defeated because it did not 
obtain the required two-thirds 
majority. 

The American opposition was 
based on Soviet delegate Jacob A. 
Malik’s explanation that the pur- 
pose of the resolution was “to in- 
sure that all applicants be ad- 
mitted simultaneously.” The 
United States denounced this as a 
“holdup,” insisting that applica- 
‘tions should be considered on 
their individual merit.

Opposing Nazi Reawakenings 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispateh: 

Several hundred students of the Uni- 
versity of Freiburg in Germany have 
protested against showing of the new 
film by Veit Harlan. Veit Harlan was 
known to Germany and the world as 
the foremost figure in the Nazi anti- 
semitic film industry. 

As our demonstration and the inci- 
dents connected with it might be misun- 
derstood outside Germany, I, as one of 
the students involved, would like to 
give a brief explanation. 

Many Germans understand that the 
outside world looks skeptically upon 
Germany’s attempts to regain her place 
among the free nations after all that 
happened. The reappearance of parties 
with National-Socialist tendencies indi- 
cate that; in reality, part of the German 

ple still have not given up their 
ascist and anti-semitic opinions. 

It is true that the free and demo- 
cratic constitution of the Federal Re- 
public of Western Germany grants ev- 
eryone free political and professional 
activity. For this reason Veit Harlan 
cannot be prevented through legal chan- 
nels from exercising his occupation as a 
film director. fe 

Still it should not be overlooked that 
there are forces in Germany which are 
determined not to accept without oppo- 
sition the reawakening of Nazi trends. 
The students of Freiburg who protested 
against Harlan’s reappearance wanted to 
draw the attention of the world to the 
fact that the democratic forces in Ger- 
many are struggling to maintain the 
upper hand over any tendencies which 
in the past led to Nazism. 

We are of the opinion that the wish 
of many German people to make peace 
with the Jewish people and the slowly 
awakening confidence between Germany 
and the world would be set back if one 
such as Veit Harlan can appear without 
meeting any opposition.

Boyle Condemned 
If there was any lingering doubt in the White 
House or anywhere as to the Post-Dispatch’s dis 


four Democrats and two Republicans — have 
gone on record as condemning Boyle for not 
following “that course of conduct which the 
public rightly expects of the chairman of a 
major political committee.” 

The six Senators who signed the report are: 
Hoey of North Carolina, Humphrey of Minne- 
sota, Underwood of Kentucky, and McClellan of 
Arkansas, Democrats, and Mundt. of South Da- 
kota and Nixon of California, Républicans.’ The 
third Republican, McCarthy of Wisconsin, re- 
fused to sign the report but did not dissent. 

Since this bipartisan subcommittee joined 
unanimously in filing the denunciation of 
Boyle, there is every reason to believe that a 
vote on the Senate floor would be, if not unani- 
mous, then at least overwhelming against the 
conduct of ‘Boyle. 

These six Senators are just as severe against 
the American Lithofold Corp—the St. Louis 
firm which engaged Boyle and James P. Finne- 
gan, former Collector of Internal Revenue, now 
under indictment for accepting bribes and mis- 
using his office. 

Nor did the committee members content them- 
selves with denunciation of Lithofold by its 
corporate name. They charged R. J. Blauner, 
its president, and other officials with attempting 
to “build up a reservoir of political influence.” 

The bipartisan, even-handed attitude of the 
committee was made crystal-clear when it also 
denounced the conduct of the Republican na- 
tional chairman, Guy Gabrielson, for appearing 
before the RFC in connection with big loans to 
Carthage Hydrocol, Inc. 

This detailed report of the misuse of influ- 
ence in high political and public office is most 
gratifying to the Post-Dispatch. 

It is gratifying not because these men have 
been judged faithless by a subcommittee of the 
United States Senate. It is gratifying because 
the political coverup which was attempted by 
President Truman, Secretary Snyder, Attorney 
General McGrath and other highly placed offi- 
cials did not work. , 

The facts were printed in a free press and 
now they have been reviewed in the Senate and 
made the basis of a report which supports the 
disclosures in every important particular. 

And yet President Truman has designated 
McGrath to trail McGrath! 

The Hoey subcommittee shows the House 
Judiciary Committee exactly how to proceed as 
it gets ready to investigate the Department of 
Justice.

The Traffic Grew, Too 


In recent years St. Louis county's broad un- 
incorporated area has developed a special need 
for a traffic control system. Now the County 
Council has voted to set up a traffic division 
with deputies to enforce traffic rules outside 
the towns and villages. 

Twenty years ago most of the unincorporated: 
area was still countryside. The open roads 
required little traffic supervision. But in 
the last decade the county has grown tremen- 
dously and haphazardly. There are newly popu- 
lated areas which still have not been -incorpor- 
ated in any city, but which need road protection 
as much as Clayton or Overland. 

St. Louis county has quickly become an urban 
county. What the County Council has done is to 
recognize that city limits no longer define the 
limits of traffic safety. 
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Four Mine Deaths Every Day 

If every year brought six to eight West Frank- 
fort or Centralia mine disasters, each killing 
more than 100 men, there is no doubt as to 
what Congress would do. It would pass adequate 
mine safety legislation. Public opinion would de- 
mand that such carnage in the mining industry 
be brought to an end. ' 

Yet that is just what happens every year. Cit- 
ing official figures from the Federal Bureau of 
Mines, Congressman Price of East St. Louis told 
the House that 800 miners were killed in 1951— 
an average of four fatalities for every working 
day. in the year. These records show some im- 
provement—over the last 20 years the average 
was five every working day—but the gain on 
the side of safety is precious little. 

The fact remains that since 1883 approximate- 
ly 100,000 miners have been killed in this coun- 
try and that means a West Frankfort disaster 
every month or so for 70 years! 

Will it be the same old story of unconcern in 
Congress this time? T.R.B. writing in The New 
Republic thinks it will be, as an extract from his 
column reprinted on this page shows. By over- 
whelming votes it is up to the Senate and House 
to prove this gloomy forecast wrong. 

On the state front in Illinois, the Mining In- 
vestigation Commission has engaged James B. 
Martin of Springfield as its counsel in arrang- 
ing for a special public hearing. Mr. Martin and 
the commission cannot get the hearing under 
way too soon. It is already six weeks since the 
blast which took 119 lives. Six weeks since Mines 
Director Walter Eadie became a heavy liability 
to the Stevenson Administration. 


A Mi Ait 
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After a Stiff Scare 


Sometimes a stiff scare brings better results 
than the most cogent arguments. Only a few 
days ago, Egypt's corrupt and irresponsible poli- 
ticlans were clamoring for a complete break 
with Great Britain. Now the new government of 
Premier Aly Maher is ready for conciliatory 
talks with London. 

Pretty obviously the change in attitude was in- 
duced by the Cairo riots. Although they were 
stirred up against the British, destruction was 
visited chiefly on Egyptian lives and property. 
This may have taught the Wafdists and the 
whole wealthy ruling clique in Egypt an impor- 
tant lesson. 

A little late, it has dawned on the pashas that 
if they ever really arouse the Egyptian masses 
whom they have so long oppressed, it may be 
difficult to keep those masses convinced that the 
British are the proper and only target of their 
resentment. 

In any event, Aly Maher has at least indirect- 
ly replied to Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden's 
earlier statement that the British are ready for 
negotiations. There was a lot of face-saving in 
Maher's declaration. He expects the next move 
to come from London. He talks about a Middle 
East pact including all Arab members of thé 
U.N. and so on. This is to be expected. é- 

Since .even the Egyptians themselves cannot 
really believe that the Arabs could defend the 
Suez canal, the Cairo statement sounds like ac- 
eeptance of the proposed Middle East Command 
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self-government and without a break in the eco- 
nomic relations which are as vital to them as 


to the Europeans.

The work of these four public servants speaks 
for itself, as the district map in Thursday's 
Post-Dispatch makes painfully clear. The old 
district map was hardly a model to envoke even 
faint praise; the new one is far worse. For it 
is unnatural, unfair and improper. 

It is unnatural because the meaningless twists 
and furns of the district boundaries form un- 
believably grotesque geographical shapes. 

It is unfair because population of the districts 
is still not equalized, and this was the basic aim 
of the whole sorry business. 

It is improper because the constitutional man- 
date for “districts of contiguous territory, as 
compact and nearly equal in population as may 
be” has been completely ignored. 

What, then, has the redistricting achieved? 
For the citizen, the answer is: Nothing. A vote 
in one district still can count for more or less 
than a yote in another. But for the Démocrats, 
who now contro] all the districts, there has been 
a cheering improvement. | 

Some of the districts that occasionally elect 
a Republican presumably have been made more 
strongly Democratic. There also is the suspicion 
that one faction in the Democratic party may 
have gained some minor tactical advantages.

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What Is, and Isn’t, Eyewash 


When President Truman said, in withdrawing 
his name from the New Hampshire preferential 
primary, that preferential primaries are eye- 
wash, he was reckoning without his eyewash. 
The Great American Eyewash is made by dis- 
solving boric acid in water, and the basic ele- 
ment of boric acid is boron, as the National Geo- 
graphic Society reminds us in a bulletin which 
comes to hand simultaneously with the Presi- 
dent's remark. . 

Boron can be alloyed with steel to harden it. 
As the customary hardening alloys for steel— 
nickel, molybdenum and chromium — become 
more and more scarce, boron is being used in- 
creasingly, for there is a lot of it in the borax 
of Death Valley, California, and in several west- 
ern states. More than half a million short tons 
of boron, minerals and compounds were pro- 
duced and marketed in the United States in 1950 
—an even greater amount in 1951. 

And that, whatever President Truman may 
think of preferential primaries, ain’t eyewash.

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Transit Warning From Kansas City 

The rise in Kansas City transit fares to 20 
cents has no direct bearing on transit fares in St. 
Louis, but it is not a good omen for this city. 

In Kansas City the transit system lost $252,037 
last year and emergency action was necessary. 
In St. Louis the Public Service Co. made a profit 
before taxes indicated at $1,400,000 last year, so 
the company's present request for an indirect 
increase through zone fares is not an emergency 
matter. The State Public Sérvice Commission. 
can afford a cautious look at the St. Louis com- 
pany'’s request. 

But in plain red ink the Kansas City case does 
illustrate the dangerous trend of the transit busi- 
ness. The Kansas City Public. Service Co. has 
experienced a series of fare increases, together 
with a considerable decline in transit riders and 
consequent decreases in service. The 20-cent fare 
will not stop the trend though it may, temporari- 
ly, stop the red ink. 


The same cycle of higher riding costs, fewer 


riders and reduced service has been whirling on 
here in St. Louis. Perhaps the whirligig is not 
so fast and furious as in Kansas City but no end 
of it is in sight. St. Louis still has to find some 
means to restore service and encourage people 
to use it, so transportation can be improved and 
the cost held down. 

Maybe a publicly-owned transit system is the 
answer. Maybe tax relief is needed to subsidize 
transit, publicly-owned or otherwise. But within 
the year St. Louis will have to buckle down to 
these questions and find some answer to them. 
Kansas City's 20-cent fare is a warning.

Why Wives Work—And Like It 


Nearly half of all the married women in the United States are

working now, says one of them; with cost of living continually ris- 
ing, they feel a job is part of their duty to their family; and hus- 
bands help out with “women’s work” in the two-income family.

My daughter and her friends and the 
young married women who work in my 
office do not argue the propriety of mus- 
cling in on the labor market. They just 
plain work. 

“It is not a question of argument,” they 
contend. “It ig a matter of bookkeeping.” 

Under present circumstances a single 
pay envelope will not meet the needs of 
a white-collar-class family. Is is as simple 
as that. 

In 1949, according to the Women’s Bu- 
reau of the United States Department of 
Labor, nearly half of all the married wom- 
en in the United States held jobs outside 
the home (48 per cent as against 30 per 
cent in 1940). Indeed, a larger number 
of employed women are married than 
single. 

These figures are enough to show that 
the working wife is in a fair way to be- 
coming the norm rather than the excep- 
tion. 

The women of my generation‘did not 
realize that the restrictions foisted on us 
by the masculine ego were not prompted 
by innate sex cussedness. They were im- 
posed by a cultural code which men dared 
not flout under penalty of losing face, and 
which they would keep women from flout- 
ing, if‘they could, for the same reason. 
But something has happened to alter this 
code, something that has convinced men 
as well as women that the rigid demarca- 
tion of their spheres of action made them 
both the losers. 

With the cost of living continually on the 
rise there has been little inclination on the 
part of wives to devote themselves wholly 
te housework. Their pay checks have be- 
come vital to the maintenance of an ac- 
ceptable standard of living. 


Where the Pay Cheek Goes 


“My husband and I,” one young woman 
told me, “are in this family business to- 
gether. It is not a choice between bolster- 
ing my ego with self-expression or coddling 
his ego as the sole source of funds, but 
of getting our family the education, the 
health, the basic security they need 

Paradoxically enough, a good:many men 
learned in the forces how to do 
“woman's” work. With no woman at hand 
to do the jobs for him, the service man 
learned how to make a bed, darn a sock, 
sew on a button, and peel a potato. 

As a result many an ex-soldier regards 
these—and, by extension, many other— 
housewifely chores as neither beyond his 
competence nor Beneath his dignity. He 
is psychologically conditioned to accept the 
dualincome family as-a dual-housework 
family. 

The dividing line between “men's work” 
and ‘“‘women’s work" has not been taken 
by assault so much as it. has crumbled 
away. 

Executive efficiency in the household 
is not a sex attribute. and many men who 
take the common-sense view that they 
should share in the ‘housework if their 
wives share in the production of income, 
have demonstrated that freedom from 
hidebound traditional procedures can be 
turned to good account. They see the 
problems of household management with 
fresh eyes. They discover short cuts, 


tighten schedules, and invent improved 
procedures. 

Some wives, by virtue of their greater 
domestic experience, continue to super- 
vise the household, but there are also 
husbands who plunge in and teach their 
wives more about household management 
in a month than their grandmothers ever 
knew. 

One hears wives arguing that children, 
instead of constituting the unanswerable 
argument against the twoincome family, 
are strong arguments in its favor. 

“If it weren't for the children,” said one 
“wife to me, “I'd be tempted to try to get 
along on one salary, even if it meant 
skimping. But we need two incomes to 
enable us to have a house with a yard 
that the children can play in; to live in a 
neighborhood where I don’t have to worry 
about their playmates; to provide a guitar 
for the musical one and dancing lessons 
for the one who needs to improve her 
muscular co-ordination— not to mention 
teeth-straightening and medical insurance 
and the bonds we are stowing away for 
their education.” 


Outside Discipline Is a Help 


None of these young mothers denies 
that children need more than material 
goods, that they need personal care, atten- 
tion and affection. But they are convinced 
that a child is not worse off for being 
deprived of the full-time solicitude and 
attention of one parent exclusively; that, 
in fact, he is better off when the parents 
share in the job of parenthood. 

I know a woman who placed her chil- 
dren in a state-dperated child-care center 
which had been established in wartime 
when women war-workers were essential. 
The youngest children spent the whole day 
at the center; the others went there direct- 
ly from school. Far from suffering from 
this regime, the children flourished under 
it. They had previously been somewhat 
over-indulged and had run rough-shod over 
their mother and other adults; now they 
have become so well adjusted that they 
would be welcome in any society, old or 


young. 
Security Is Needed Now 


Most mothers must make do with moth- 
ers’ helpers, nursery schools, school play- 
ground facilities, community recreation 
centers, and, of course, baby-sitters; plus 
boys’ and girls’ camps for the summer 
months. And of course there is a certain 
amount of group co-operation among the 
working parents. ) 

I think of one wife who said to me, 
“Marriage taught me that an insurance 
for security in the dim future isn't enough. 
We need our security here and now and 
continuously, and it takes two to provide 
it.” 

And I think. too, of the wife who told 
me that at first her husband had been 
stubbornly opposed to her taking a job, 
and was not fully converted until the eve- 
ning when her small son said to him 
in confidential mood. “Daddy, aren't you 
awfully glad mother has gone to work in- 
stead of sticking round the house all the 
—_. She's so much easier to get along

Rockefeller’s Benefactions 


THE ROCKEFELLER FOUNDATION, by Raymend 8. 

Fosdick. (Harper & Bres., 336 pgs., $4.50.) 

As the title indicates this book attempts 
to tell the story of the Rockefeller Foun- 
dation, details of which are already fa 
miliar to the general public. This was es- 
anaes ia 1913 by John D. Rockefeller 
or, 

The interests of the Foundation in its 
early years were mostly confined to health 
programs; to the eradication of hookworm 
and to the research and control of yellow 
fever and malaria. Foundation aid to the 
natural sciences led later to building of 
the 200-inch telescope at Palomar, Calif. 
The Berkshire Music Center is only one 
of the many cultural projects substantially 
helped by Foundation funds, 

Perhaps the most famous and fruitful 
of the Foundation’s long range plans has 
been its fellowship program. Over a period 
of 35 years nearly $25,000,000 has been 
spent in establishing fellowships, which 
have enabled men of talent to obtain the 
best possible training open to them any- 

where in the world, 
and at a time when 
such training was the 
most useful. This 
criss-crossing of men 
and ideas regardless 
of race, religion or 
political faith has 
evidently done much 
to further interna- 
tional exchange of 
good will.

While 
this may be true to some extent the author 
is careful to note that a ledger- which he 
kept in his ‘teens when he secured his first, 
job ‘as clerk in Cleveland, a job that paid 
him $6 a month, shows that he gave away 
6 per cent of his total wages to the Sun- 
day school and various missions related to 


the church. 

This obligation to give, the author tells 
us, was an inseparable part of his religious 
conviction; it was a philosophy taught him 
by his mother in his earliest youth.

It has been found impossible 
to reach agreement on an over- 
all policy statement that would 
guide responsible officials in 
making day-to-day decisions. This 
means that improvisation from 
day to day is almost inevitable, 
with confusion and conflict as a 
consequence. 


Conflicts on Middle East. 


The tendency is to blame the 
machine—in this instance the Na- 
tional Security Council—for this 
kind of failure instead’ of the 
men who operate the machine. 
Many on the outside are critical 
because they say that the council 
members are too busy to give 


adequate time and thought to|* 


reaching important policy de- 
cisions through the mechanism 
of the council. 

The council is made up of the 
President, the Vice-President, the 
Secretaries of State and Defense, 
W. Averell Harriman, as director 
for Mutual Security, Jack Gorrie, 
chairman of the National Security 
Resources Board and James S. 
Lay Jr., executive secretary. 


Certainly, the members all have 
a great many other duties. And 
therefore, according to critics, 
they tend to let subordinates two 
and three ranks down take over 
for them on the Council. The re- 
sult is the kind of bureaucratic 
exchange of memoranda which, in 
terms of vital decisions, is the 
lowest common denominator of 
nothing. 

On the other hand, those fa- 
miliar with the working of the 
Council from its inception in 
1947 insist that it has functioned 
as it was intended to function and

Paper Formula Not Enough. 


If there was a chance to save 
China for the Nationalists, short 
of sending in American divisions 
to police a supply line, it was 
frittered away in indecision. That 
js the prospect now confronting 
us in the Middle East, with the 
time for decision perhaps shorter 
than most of us, realize. 

When this is said, however, it 
must be added that merely agree- 
ing to a proper prescription that 
is set down on paper is not in 
itself enough. It is a first step 
but only a first step. To carry 
out such a policy under our sys- 
tem of divided powers in the mid- 
dle of a Presidential election is 
overwhelmingly difficult. , 

That is the reason why no mat- 
ter how well devised the policy- 
making machinery may be, there 
is no substitute for the support 
in public opinion, in Congress, of 
a course of action. Under the 
self-sacrificing. leadership of the 
late Senator Arthur H. Vanden- 
berg of Michigan in the Senate 
that support was provided in cer- 
tain policy fields. 


If Taft Were President. 


On China there was no basic 
agreement and this may be why 
the conflict is so intense over that 
failure. It is also why some State 
Department officials in the course 
of doing their official duty of 
guiding policy — guiding it in 
what was more or less a vacuum— 
now find themselves subject to a 
kind of crucifixion for their ef- 
forts. 

An example is John Carter Vin- 
cent, who undertook conscien- 
tiously and loyally to steer some 
sort of course in the midst of 
chaos. 

A year from now Senator Taft 
may well be President of the 
United States. It will not then 
be a question of neat prescrip- 
tions and far less of reckless po- 
litical shibboleths. The new Presi- 
dent would be faced with the ter- 
rible responsibility of trying to 


maintain the security of the. 


United States, and as much of the 
free world as can be saved with 
it, in thé face of the tide of vio- 
lent change sweeping the world. 

At that point a new President 
might regret having ttossed the 


whole conduct of foreign policy 
into the tigers’ den of politics.

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A campaign to raise $150,000 
for basic research and commu- 
nity programs designed to con- 
trol heart disease was opened to- 
day by the St. Louis Heart Asso- 
ciation. 

W. L. Hemingway, campaign 
chairman, said that deaths due to 
heart and blood vessel diseases 


were almost twice as numerous 
as deaths from all other c-.=ses 
last year. There were 6738 deaths 
in 1951 traceable to these causes 
in St. Louis and the county. 

“Public consciousness of the 
need to support research and 
community heart disease control 
programs has developed slowly,” 
Hemingway- said, “because the 
emergence of heart disease as the 
leading cause of death has been 
fairly recent.” 

The association maintains diag- 
nostic clinics at both St. Louis 
medical schools, and a health 
screening system in _ public 
schools for early detection of 
heart ailments and other diseases 
among children. Funds also are 
provided for research fellowships 
at Washington and St. Louis Uni- 
versity medical schools, and for a 
public education program 
adults on heart care. 

The clinics examined 


ing heart ailments last vear. 
About 13,000 third and fourth 
grade childrén are being screened 
now.

Violation of Recruiting Rule 
Causes K-State to Rule Two of 
Its Basket Players Ineligible 


MANHATTAN, Kan., Feb. 1 (AP)—Kansas State, which has been 


booming in basketball on a combination of excellent coaching and 


good recruiting, may lose a couple o? its latest finds. 


The Kansas State Athletic 
Council. yesterday declared ineli- 
gible two former Omaha high 
school players following a protest 
by the University of Nebraska. 
Nebraska said the boys had been 
recruited illegally. The players 
wer@ identified as Stanley 
Schaetzle and Daviti Bell. 

Kansas State is rated No. 2 na- 
tionally in the Associated Press 
poll and leads the Big Seven Con- 
ference with four victories and no 
losses. The Wildcats went to the 
N.C.A.A. finals last year but lost 
to Kentucky. 

Coach Jack Gardner has re- 
peatedly come up with outstand- 
ing teams after having graduated 
as many as three of four starters 
from quintets of the previous 
season. His squad depth has been 
consistently best in the confer- 
ence. 

Dr. H. H. Haymaker, a member 
of the Kansas State Athletic 
Council and the school’s repre- 


sentative on the Big ‘Seven Con-; 


ference’s rules-making faculty 
committee, said the two boys were 
ruled ineligible last Monday and 
would remain that way ‘until the 
faculty group meets ig Kansas 
City Feb. 29-March 1. 

Gardner, who has turned out 
winning teams at Kansas State 
since 1948, said in his opinion the 
college was not in violation of 
the recruiting rule, “but an in- 
vestigation is being made and it 
is up to the conference to decide.” 

Larry (Moon) Mullins, athletic 
director at Kansas State, said the 
reports of the council action were 
“a correct appraisal of the situa- 
tion.” 


| 


The specific charge was that 
Kansas State violated a new Big 
Seven rule which prohibits “per- 
sonal solicita of athletes off 
the campus by members of the 
athletic staff or representatives 
of the athletic staff.” 

Another of the Big Seven rules, 
adopted last December, prohibits 
a member from holding any prac- 
tice or test at which a prospective 
ee displays his athletic abil- 
ty. 

The Omaha World-Herald quot- 
ed Carl Schaetzle, father of Stan- 
ley, as saying he thought Ne- 
braska was as guilty as Kansas 
State in recruiting the athletes. 

“Coach Harry Good (Nebraska) 
had been in contact with Stan 
for many months,” Schaetzle said. 
“He called on the boy in Omaha 
and entertained him in Lincoln. 
He tried to arrange another talk 
with Stan last week, just a few 
days before he went to Kansas 
State.” 

Schaetzle was graduated from 
Omaha South High last week, Bell 
last spring. 

Mullins blamed confusion over 
new recruiting rules of the Big, 
Seven for all the controversy. 

Nebraska Coach Good charged 
the two young players were in- 
vited to attend the Kansas State- 
Iowa State game Jan. 19 in Man- 
hattan and that they were-given 
basketball tryouts. 

At Lincoln, Nebr., last night, 
Dean Earl S. Fullbrook, the 
school’s faculty representative, 
said. the point has been reached 
where “we'll have to live up to 
our rules or forget them alto- 
gether.”

were over. After that the Democratic and Repub- 
lican National Committees bought and paid for 
time for the nominees. This year, because they 
simply can’t afford to give away television time, 
N.B.C. and A.B.C. have announced they will sell 
time to the candidates before the conventions. 

That means the candidate with the best-heeled 
friends can get before the public most often. The 
Federal Communications Commission has decreed 
that equal time be made available to all candidates. 
But the candidate has ‘to lay cash on the barrel- 
head and, if he hasn’t got the cash, he’s out of 
luck. As things look now, Senator Taft and the 
supporters of Gen, Eisenhower will have a little 
more cash than anyone else. (The only big TV 
whingding now on the horizon is a rally for Gen. 
Eisenhower at Madison Square Garden Feb. 8.) 

It’s a little alarming to find that cash and lots 
of it is an absolute pre-requisite not only to getting 
nominated and elected but to getting in front of 
the voters at all. Television has made matters 
much worse. In 1948, for example, the Democratic 
National Committee spent about $700,000 on radio 
and television combined of which only about 
$15,000 went for television. This year, the com- 
mittee will probably spend at least $1,000,000 on

ICHAEL BALCON, the English pro@ucer who seems to 
have a genius for assembling about him people with the 
" gift of laughter, is offering another delightful, refreshing 
and rib-tickling satire as a worthy successor to his memorable 
“Kind Hearts and Coronets,” “Passport to 
Pimlico” and “Tight Little Island.” It is 
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“THE LAVENDER, HILL MOB,” opening 
tomorrow at the ART THEATER. To borrow 
a British phrase, it is a lark from beginning 
to end. ye 
The script by T. EB. B. Clark, who also wrote 
“Passport to Pimlico,” is a joy of gentle fun- 
poking at such exalted institutions as the Bank of England, 
Scotland “Yard, and the pulp-fiction and movie melodrama 
American gangsters’ “mob.” ; 
‘Jt is played with straight-faced pertection by Alec Guin- 
ness as a humble Bank of England employe who for 20 years 
has been supervising gold bullion shipments underneath a 
cautious, plodding and precise exterior, all the while dreaming 
of the great day when he could make a gigantic haul. His is a 
masterpiece of comic acting. Guinness, who manages never to 
look the same in any characterization, is so solidly a respect- 
able citizen that the gleam in his eye as he outlines his wild 
machinations, his self-satisfied smirks, all the funnier. 
He is able to look devilish and staid at the same time, no 
mean accomplishment. : 

The bank employe’s big problem, which has deterred him 
for years, is how to get the bullion, once stolen, out of the 
country. He enlists another guest at«his shabbily genteel 
hotel, a manufacturer of souvenir novelties, robustly played by 
Stanley Holloway, who would like to have enough money to 
devote himself to sculpture. They ingeniously plan the theft 
of the bullion truck and enlist a “mob” to do the actual work 
by setting a trap in which they catch two cheap burglars. 
Once they get the bullion, worth severa) million dollars, they 
mold it into miniature Eiffel towers, supposedly gilded, and 
ship the models to a souvenir stand in the Eiffel Tower in 
Paris to be held im storage. ' 

They are thrown into a panic when the proprietress of the 
stat.d accidentally sells six of the real gold souvenirs to some 
English schoolgirls, who take them to England., There follow 
a couple of hilarious chases to recover the souvenirs. The 
second, after the pair of crooks steal the last unrecovered 
souvenir from a police exhibition, is worthy of Mack Sennett 
in the old days, or of Red Skelton at his craziest. 

It is, of course, disgustingly amoral. Your sympathy is 
completely with the master criminals. Even the surprise 
ending is a delicate ribbing of the “crime does not pay” 
cliche as a concession to moral tone. I doubt, however, if it 
will persuade you to turn to a life of bank robbery. You 


should be too busy laughing.

Real 

‘dramatic poetry, not merely verse plays, is a rare thing in 

this century. Christopher Fry in his “The Lady’s Not for 

Burning,” seems to be the first dramatist since Rostand to 
create the glitter of dazzling poetry for the stage. 

The movie versidn of “Cyrano” follows the structure of 
the play literally, too literally for the realistic eye of the 
camera, and seems stagy, flowery and artificial in most of its 
sequences. The battle scene especially might make you smile. 
Director Michael Gordon has contributed little in the way of 
camieta composition or investing his general scenes with life, 
pace or mobility. He seems content to let Rostand and Ferrer 
carry the ball. The Puerto Rican star responds nobly, making 
the swashbuckler with the big nose a burning figure, touching 
and arrogant by turns, but always real. It is a performance 
that fully justifies the Academy award it got a year ago, 
shortly after release of the film. 

Mala Powers, unfortunately, falls far short as Roxane. 
William Prince is quite good in the thankless role of Christian. 
The fine Brian Hooker translation is used. 

The other feature, “THE FIRST LEGION,” recalls super- 
ficially the idea of “The Miracle Man” of long ago in that 
it deals with a religious miracle hoax that is confounded by 
what seems to be a true miracle. Emmet Lavery’s script, 
from his play, is too lethargic and contrived, in spite of its 
great sincerity, for conviction, It is hard to believe that a 
responsible physician, through agnoticism, would deliberately 
fake a miracle in the sudden curing of paralysis of an aged 
member of the Jesuit order so as to “play a joke,” on the

Discontinued in early -1950, the 
national USO pfogram was re- 
activated a year later and St.

With about one-fourth as many 
men and women in service now 
as inthe peak ye af World War 
II, the annual budget of the two 
centers is only one-tenth of the 
approximately $220,000 spent dur- 
ing a typical war year. The USO 
celebrates its eleventh birthday 
Feb. 16 and a dance, in which all 
‘member agencies will participate, 
is planned at Kiel Auditorium as 
St. Louis’s part in the celebration. 

The center and lounge, as well 
as the programs sponsored by 
other USO agencies for men and 
women in uniform, are financed 
by allotments from the National 
Defense Fund. Affiliated with 
the Community Chest, the Fund 
recejved $347,000 from St. Louis 
last year. Of this, $52,000 was 
sent back into the St. Louis pro- 
gram, with the remainder ear- 
marked for entertainment and as- 
sistance of St. Louis servicemen 
and women and their families in 
camps of this country and at over- 
seas military and naval establish- 
ments. » 

A small corps of St. Louisans 
has maintained its wartime inter- 
est in USO, and the agencies 
have sponsored almost continuous 
programs since the beginning of 
World War II, but there natural- 
ly are not nearly as many volun- 


teers now as during the war years 


when the entire city was geared 
to a military economy and war- 
connected activities had preced- 
ence. Then, at least 100,000 serv- 
ice personnel each month visited 
the center alone, compared with 
about 15,000 now at Soldiers 
Memorial. Last year, 82,870 vis- 
ited the Union Station Lounge,

With only 5500 square feet of floor 
space in the present inadequate 
basement quarters, compared with 
100,000 in Kiel, John J. Donegan, 
director of all USO activities in 
St. Louis, is appealing to St.

A theater chain owner who had 
been giving 500 ‘tickets a week 
asked if more were needed. 

“well,” said Donegan, “there 
are always a lot of long faces 
around here on Thursday when 
the tickets run out.” 

The next week the allotment

In addition there are liberal 
gifts of tickets to baseball and 
basketball games and to concerts. 

As a businessman, Donegan was 
asked to subscribe to a magazine. 
He turned right around and asked 
the magazine to send a free sub- 
scription to the center. He got it. 

A club of business women has 
taken as its project the typing of 
letters to families of persons in 
the service. The servicemen and 
women. dictate the letters and 
the business women prepare them 
for mailing. In addition, the cen- 
ter sends a card to the parents 
of each person registering at the 
center, notifying them that their 
son or daughter was a guest there. 
Back from the parents have come 
numerous notes of gratitude to 
Donegan and the staff. 

“We are grateful to you for 
being so kind to John,” said one 
mother..“He never writes.” 

Donegah does his best to help 
when boys approach his desk 
with unique requests. — 

Last summer, a sailor asked 
permission to launder his white 
uniform. Donegan pointed/ out 
that although there was plenty of 
hot water, the center as yet hadn’t 
acquired an iron.

Fix It Yourself 


By Hubbard Cobb | 


Finishes tor Concrete Floors. 
UR objective for today is to 
clean up any confusion about 
finishes for concrete floors 

without becoming too confused 
ourselves. This can be a good deal 
more difficult than it sounds. 

The most common kind of con- 

crete floor you run into is one 
poured directly over the ground. 
A basement floor is typical of 
this variety. 

floor appears to be dry 
throughout the year it can be 
finished with a coat of rubber 
base concrete floor enamel or 
asphalt tile. Linoleum and ordi- 
nary oil floor paints are not too 
suitable because even while the 
floor may appear to be dry the 
very fact that it is in direct con- 
tact with the ground insures there 
being some moisture present in 
it. Even a small amount of mois- 
ture will ruin ordinary oil paints 
and will make linoleum rot. 

Some homes have suspended 

concrete floors. Here you have a 
reinforced concrete floor with an 
air space between it and the 
ground. When the concrete has 
cured these floors can be finished 
with almost any sort of flooring 
material for the air space under 
the concrete will insure it being 
free from moisture throughout 
the year. 

Finally you have the concrete 

floor that is dry most ‘of the time 


but now and then becomes quite 
damp and even wet. Best thing to 
do here is leave it alone for un- 
less you go to the expense of 
waterproofing it no floor finish 
will give very good results.

Yet, despite his astuteness and 
his hostility to Communists, he 
was tricked into their employment 
by the same methods that can be 
and are brought to bear on can- 
didates for office in any political 
subdivision of the United States. 

Roche happened to be a Demo- 
crat. But in view of the objec- 
tives of the Communist party in 
the political arena before and 
after the Browder era, a Repub- 
lican candidate would be equally 
vulnerable to Communist chican- 
ery. Political principles don't 
matter. The Communist party 
can make use of them all. 

I was one of the five Malden 
Communists who worked from 


»the beginning on the Anthony 


Roche campaign of 1946. With 
other comrades in the district, I 
plogted behind doors which 
carefully barred Roche and his 
advisers, to take over his cam- 
paign in spite of his own anti- 
Communist position. 

Beyond certain fundamentals, 
we were not concerned with what 
Roche stood for. He was picked 
not only in spite of, but even 
because of his anti-Communism. 
We .didn’t care whether he won, 
and in fact we never 
him to win. All we wanted was 
one foot on his campaign plat-

T was at a special meeting in 
| the unkempt, bug-infested walk- 

up apartment of Alice Gordon 
that I was first tipped off that 
the Communist party had decided 
on a national level to make a 
special effort in’ the 1946 con- 
gressional elections. 

“It is necessary,” Alice said, 
“for the party to bring full clari- 
ty to the membership concerning 
the important elections ahead. 
This is the first postwar con- 
gressional election. We are going 
to participate to the fullest ex- 
tent. 

“In a very few places we will 
put up our own candidates. In 
some localities we will give open 
support to other party nominees 
~—-DeLacy in Washington, Bobro- 
wicz in Milwaukee, Marcantonio 
in New York. But in most in- 
stances it will not be necessary 
or even desirable to give open 
support to the candidates, par- 
ticularly those of the Democratic 
party. If we did that, we would 
indicate support of Truman, 
whom of course wé do not back. 
The campaign will enable us to 
achieve a greater activation of 
the entire party, al] party mem- 
bers, and all party ‘organizations. 
But it cannot be a policy of re- 
liance on the Democratic party.” 

At first Roche was aloof. He 
did not want, for example, the 
support of one segment of organ- 
ized labor to the exclusion of the 
others.

Melrose Committee for Fair’ Em- 
ployment Practices Legislation. 
Had it occurred to Roche to in- 
vestigate his new friends he would 
have discovered that Frank Col- 
lier was the manager of the Pro- 


gressive Bookshop in Boston, if, 


he was familiar enough with the 
Communist propaganda outlet. 
But if he was like the average 
Bostonian he would not have 
known that any such store existed, 
or he would have been unaware 
of its character. Had he inquired 
far enough he might have found 
a few who would’ “guess” that 
Nat Mills might have been a mem- 
ber of the Communist party. 

I first typed a two-page. memo- 
randum of-campaign suggestions. 
Foremost among them was a 
recommendation that Roche enlist 
in his entourage a man with train- 
ing in advertising, public relations 
or newspaper work to carry -the 
burden of the campaign publicity.
